THE PROSPECTS FOR THE KUKLUX BILL. 

Wasnineton, April 1.—Several leading 
Republican members of Congress held an in- 
formal$caucus in a committee room at the 
capitol today, to see if some plan 
could not be upon by which a 
more moderate Kuklax bill than that 
now pending could be passed by the Senate. 


The opinion was very generally a 
that the Repubdlicam party could not to 
go before tLe country with such a measure, 


and if the friends of the,bill inteaded to press 
it In its present shape it would be defeated, 
for there were some twenty Republicans who 


would not vote for it unless amended. That 
number added to the Democratic vote would 
of course kill ths bill. It is, therefore, quite 
certain tbat it will be stripped of its odious 
featurcs, eepecially the section which gives 
the President power to send the army to any 
portion of the country without being called 
npon in accordance with the usual constitu- 
tional requirements.

Soldiers Slashing a and Leit in 
a Church, 

The following protest was left on the 10th 
ult, with W. Jcrvoise, locum terens of the 
post recently held by Mr Odo Russell, for 
trausmission to the British Aaibassedor at 
Florence: 
= We, the undersigned, being British subjects, 
state forthe information of her Majesty’s 
representative at the italian Court, that on 
this day (Friday) the 10th of Marek, 
1S7l, we were subjected to inconvec- 
ie Doce, ineult aud danger when 
atieunding the Lenten service in the Church of 
ibe Gesu ip Rome. Ve thunk it rigt to say 
that we had vo political motive whatever i» 
visiting tue church. Tbe greater portion of 
us wit Cutholics, aud went tor the purpose of 
aevonon simply. Some of us are Protestants. 
We were nearly ail strsuogers to each other, 
our comu.on darger to-day beivg our first in- 
troduction. The semmon( which was preached 
bya Jeruit father bamed Tommasi, and con- 
taired nothiog political or calculated to irri- 
‘ate apy ove) was over about 12 o'clock 
The coreregation on attempting tuo ieave 
the church foun the o0rs = ibe 
set by a bacd of mep, some hundreds in 
Lumber, armed with bludgeous. Those who 
tried to get out were driven back tuto the 
etLureh, and compelled to remain there fora 
cousiderable time. Some took refuge iu the 
garden adjoiniug, and were subsequently es- 
corted to their homes by National Geards. 
We stayed in the church until Signor Gadda, 
the royal commissary, appeared with twenty 
or thirty soldiers, whp made several arrests 
witLip the church. The solciers had their 
+ words drawn, and, with cries of ‘“*Birboni,”’ 
slashed r zht aud left as they chased men and 
women into the side chapels, and behind the 
raila ofa bigh altar,where a priest was celebrat 
ing mass and administering to communicants. 
Women fainted; and some of us saw a female 
savegely struck in tne fureiead with a sword, 
the blood gushiug from the Wound. Several 
otus saw unoffending persous struck with 
swords. Siguor Gadda was present during 
all tbis. When weappealed to him for pro- 
tection, aud informed bim that we were tor- 
eigners and British subjects, he escorted us 
with a file of soldiers to the outside of the 
church as far as the Via Cesarini, when he 
safuted us and left us.

If 
we are never to have in this city something 
approaching the character of a public 
library we may be very sure of never 
attaining a realizing sense of the mournful 
gravity of the privation. If, instead of 
never having had a public library, we had 
lost a splendid one last night by fire the 
prospects of getting another one would be 
much better than they now are of getting 
one af all. For then we should feel that 
we had sustained an enormous loss, that 
we had been deprived of an indispensable 
educational agency, and therefore no time 
would be lost and no means withheld to 
replace the obliterated treasure, while now 
it is with the greatest difficulty that 
enough money can be. raised to provide 
the merest nucleus of a library with its 
appropriate accompaniments. We believe 
there is no exaggeration in this statement; 
it exactly describes the state of feeling 
which exists in this city toward any 
project looking to the. establishment of a 
Jargé and worthy library. The fact seems 
to be that we shall never be able to accom- 
plish the munificent feat of founding a 
grand hbrary until we have first educated 
ourselves up to the conviction that such an 
institution is a-social blessing of the most 
inestimable importance. And this educa- 
tion we can only get by commencing with 


a library on a small scale. Beiter a library | 


of five thousand volumes, housed in cheap 
but agreeable apartments, than no library 
atall. As for getting a richly endowed 


out of: the question.

And this 
is not mere talk, though a good Many peo- 
ple may choose to thmk so. It-is high 
time we were to pay more 
lively attention to the development of those 
things which conduce to the progress of 
mental culture. There are too few instru- 
mentalities among us whose function it is 
to stimulate and direct the intellectual 
faculties of the young. We are without 
an art gallery; science has no temples 
among us; one free reading-room, and that 
somewhat sectarian in its character, is all 
we can boast; and, finally, no provision is 
made to supply the public with books ex- 
cept by purchase at the shops. It may be 
said that we have got along thus far very 
well without any of these things and have 
no need to incur the expense of providing 
them now. But how have we got along? 
In what community of this size will one 
find so small a proportion of young men 
of scientific and literary tastes and habits? 
Elsewhere the moet influential work that 
is done for the press is the work of young 
men. Here it is very rare to find a young 
person of either sex who can be said to be 
in harmony with the ripest culture of the 
age, still more rare to meet one who gives 
promise of becoming one of the intellect- 
ual forces df his generation. There is, in 
short, among our youth a great dearth of 
mental activity. Very few of them mani- 
fest any high intellectual ambition; their 
purposes are quite apart from the tenden- 
cies which prevail and the endeavors 
which occupy the minds ef the educated 
youth in most other quarters. Who of 
them here scorn delights and live labori- 
ous days? Scarcely one. The so-called 
cultivated youth of Louisville are com- 
monly elegant idlers, too often inebriates, 
almost without exception destitute of lofty 
aims and enlightened sympathies, and pos- 
Seesing none of that modern spirit which is 
the sure expression of an earnest and gen- 
uine culture. 

This bemg the case, what wonder that 
cards should be preferred to books, that 
the costly and elegant club, with the ex~- 
travagant and dissipated habits which it 
engenders, flourishes like a green bay tree, 
while every noble utility of progress and 
refinement languishes and dies for want 
of enthusiastic encouragement and sup- 
port. What wonder that our young men 
should find the beer saloonand the keno 
den more attractive than the lecture hall, 
and that their interest in municipal and 
pational affairs should possess no bigher 
character than a bitter and narrow parti- 
san feeling, or a mere regard tor the spoils 
ot office. With this element of social 
strength thus conditioned and perverted, 
there is nothing to inspiresone with a 
hopetul view ot tbe future. 

To raise our’ intellectugl tone and im- 
prove the quality of our civilization, the 
natural energies of our youth should be 
enlisted in behalf of modern ideas; its ar- 
dent and susceptible temper should be 
wholly turned to the study of new forms 
of thought and effort, and become identified 
in a practical way with the raging battle 
of opinjous and systems which surges all 
about us. We hope we shall not be ac- 
cused of slandering our elegant young 
men. We do notmean to say there are no 
bright and promising specimens among 
themm On the contrary, we think it would 
be easy to find a few among our lawyers, 
and there are no doubt quite a number 
engaged in commercial pursuits. But in 


these remarks more especial reference 1s 


had to the sons of rich men, to those who 
begin life with the advantage of a good 
education, and who, being exempt by for- 
tune from the necessity of. giving their 
whole time to the business of earning a 
decent living, are in the ‘enjoyment of the 
requisite l4sure to follow hterary and 
scientific pursuits. Now, how many of 
such are there in this city to whom we 
can point and say “that man is destined for 
a high career, his fellow-men will be bet- 

r tor his baving lived and wrought 
among thems”: There are far more ot 
whom the exact opposite may be truly at- 
firmed. 

Hence we urge that something should 
be dove, and done quickly, to gain over to 
the side of virtue and usefulness this im- 
portant element of scciety. They should 
be encouraged by the example ot their se- 
niors to take an earnest and enlightened 
interest in the promotion of the social good. 


’ We should like to see them at the head of 


every worthy movement, and conscien- 
tiously solicitous that the community in 
which they live should bé second to no 
other in the number and variety of its 
modes and agencies tor making its mem- 
bers more refined, more elevated, and in 
all respects better and bappier men and 
women. 

Such are some of our reasons for wish- 
ing well to the efforts now making to get 
a library. We welcome the attempt as a 
sign of healthy progress. But i* must not 
be suffered to end in tailure. Nor can it 
fail if those whocare most particulerly for 
it will do their whole duty in the prem- 
ises. Within the next two weeks they 
should bave swelled their numbers to at 
least five hundred, and all the working 
machinery for the enterprise should be 
thoroughly completed. In all such mat- 
ters everything depends on the zeal, the 
steadiast purpose and judicious manage-~ 
ment of those who have the subject most 
at heart, and if these are not capable of 
carrying the present movement toa suc- 
cessful issue, snd Of maintaining it as a 
growing and thriving association after- 
wards, then, indeed, will there be deep oc- 
casion to grieve over an intellectual con- 
ditiou too deplorable to allow any thought- 
ful man to view with complacency the 
future that seems to be before us.

Old Books. 

In the current number of the Book Buyer 
are the following curious [liustratious of what 
book-janciers will now aud then pav for 
books wLich never bave been read, and which 
possess a fictitious value only because they 
are rare: “The dispersal of another portion 
of the fam ous Corser Library bas lately caused 
excitement amovg the lovers of old Ecglish 
literature.. The civision now sold occupied 
three days in its disposal by auction, and was 
the rixth portion of this extraordioary coliec- 
tion. Its riches are even yet not exhausted, 
and it is said that a seventh sale will be nec- 
essary to wicd up the whole. The 
preduce of the entire library will be 
considerably over twenty thousand pounds, 
and it isa curious fact, that libraries of that 
value are by no means 80 numerous as they 
were thirty or forty years since. The expia- 
vation is probably that book collecting was 
formerly the luxury of a few, while pow the 
many participate more or less in iis pains and 
pleasures, and the articles themecives being 
limited in numberthey are now diffused over 
a large space, instead of being concentrated in 
eome celebrated ard weli-known libraries. 
Certainly, at the present time no money or 
trouble could, under some fifty years or so, 
bring togetber a library of Old English litera- 
ture equal to that of Rev. Mr. Corser. Shaks- 
}c¢ariana was the principal feature of the re- 
cent saie. The ‘‘Four Folios’ of course were 
present, but do not, as far as was known, 
seem to bave called forth any competition 
from America. The first Folio (1623) was a 
very fair copy, almost entirely perfect, with 
its defects supplied by fac-simiiles, and pos 
sessing, whet is One of the greatest rarities of 
a pericct copy, the originak verses opposite 
the title. It was cheaply sold for £160. The 
second Folo (1632) was an ucusually flue copy, 
in the state now so much coveted by coliect- 
ors—the original old brown calf binding. 
It was kuocked down for 449. Tue third 
Folio (1¢64) a fine copy, in old morocco, was 
proportionately the dearest of the set, bring- 
jpg ATT. The fourtb, of common occurrence, 
brought £12, Three of the Folios were pur- 
chased by Mr. Jobn Raseell Smith, the book- 
seller 60 well Known in America, by his Cata- 
logues and Antiquarian Publications. Other 
Shakespcariana were not of the first rarity, 
though comprisivng some desirable volumes, 
A Midsummer Nighi’s Dream, the second edi- 
tion (1600) brought £26. King Lear and his 
three Daughters, 410, one of the three edi- 
tions in the same year, 1608, £20 10s. Shake- 
epeare’s Venus and Adovis, of 1636, with 
woodcut on the title page, only one other per- 
fect copy ksown, now in the British Museum, 
£55. ‘Lhe Rape of Lucrece, 12mo, 1655, with 


the frontispiece, containing a head of Shake- 
speare, £25. Shakespeare’s Sonnets, never 
before imprinted, original editson, 1609, but 
with two leaves supplied by fac-similes, £45. 
Apollonius of Tyre, the Shakespearean Ko- 
mance and origin of P: ricles, 4to, Black Letter, 
£35 10s. The Plays and Poetical Tracts, by 
He; wood, Jordan, Lillie, Rowlands, Silvester, 
Peele, and other E izabetban worthies, also 
brought good prices, depending, bowever, 
very.much on coudition, the taste of collect- 
ors growivg apparently more god more fastud- 
ious Cp that point every day. Some remark- 
ble insta.ces* occurred in these sales of the 
ui certain valae of books, and the im possibil- 
ity of correctly estima'iog: what they will 
brirg. One instance of the many saffices— 
there is a little black-letter tiact by a William 
Warren, printed w 1581, aud certainly never 
read by apy living man—A Pleasant New 
Fancie of a Foundling’s Device entitled and 
called The Narcerie of Names, wherein is 
presented the brandishing brightness of our 
English Gentlewomen, &c , &c. Two copies 
O.ly are known)}to exis', and the present one 
can betraged as occurringin the lbrary of 
George Stevene, the Shakspearean commcata- 
tor,at whose sale it brought £2 16:; from thence 
in the Duke of Roxburghe’s library, it was 
knocked down for £18 18s. It then migrated 
through two other collections to that.of Rich- 
ard Heber, at whoee auction it was purchased 
by Mr, Corser for £5 28. 6d., and finally, on 
February 15th last, it was bought by Mr. F.8. 
Ellis, ou cc mmission -or a well-known collec- 
tor, efter a brisk contest, for £100. Tue next 
event of interest in the old book world.ie the 
ciepersal of the stock of Mr. Joseph Lilly, 
lately deceased, ard who was almost the last 
of the old echool of booksellers.

ALLOWED BY SCRIPTURE. 

The Rey. Dr. Curry thought there was one 
text of Scripture that aptly illustrates the 
subject of amusements, It was this: ‘‘People 
sat down to eat and drink and rose up to 
play ’’ The application to the matter under 
discussion wae very easy; amusements were 
like poisonous medicines, a lit'le was good, 
and a great deal was very bad. Oa the ques- 
tion of read'sg, if a man would ey tbe § with 
the literature of the laud he must read more 
or lees of the popular fictions of the day. I,et 
aman read ove thousand volumes, fifty of 
which were works of fiction, and he would 
improve by it; but let him read fifty volumes 
of fiction alone, and his mind would sutler 
incalculable irjury. A wide margin sbou'd be 
left between right ana Wrong, and yet to keep 
on the side of eafety it would not doto go vo 
tbe iall extent of the boundary, as a chuich- 
man who went as near as he possibly could to 
the dividing line was sure, soover or later, to 
go over entirely tothe world.

At the close of the discussion the secretary 
reada Ictter embodyiwg the views of tue 
bishops of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
on the subject of amusements, as expre sced 
at a full meetir ig of the diocese beld in tbis 
city, May 23, 1849.

THE TORMENTS OF TYPOGRAPHY. 


A cause recently tried in the Supreme 
Court of New Hampshire brought toa le- 
gal test the popular proverb that “printers 
can read any thing,” and forcibly illustra- 
ted the cruelty of authors whe inflict their 
staircase wit upon the long suffering com- 
positor. 

An eminent lawyer, who had been on 
the bench, prepared a digest of the New 
Hampshire Reports, for the printing of 
which he made a contract with a firm ac- 
knowledged to be the best typographers in 
the State, who e to do the work for 
so much a printed page. It was distinct- 
ly specified thatthe copy muat be very 
ood, as the abundance of proper names, 
technical terms, abbreviations, figures, 
etc., would make it impossible for the 
compositor to prodace fair proof unless 
the copy were distinct and legible inevery 
Be word. It was even stipulated 
that the manuscript must not bein the 
author's hand, as these printers had had 
experience with it, and knew it to be un- 
usually bad. It was also told him, ina 
letter which was produced in evidence on 
the trial, that any alterations should 
make, after the type was set, would be 


| to be down. 


very costly. The copy presented for the 
first sixteen pages was in a clerk's hand, 
and was pronounced satisfactory, and the 
work of composition was begun. After | 
that, the copy furnished was partly in | 
the author's own hand, partly inthe clerk's, | 
partly printed and partly written, pasted | 
together in irregular pes, interlined, | 
and edge written. The printers made | 
complaint to the author, Eat kept their 
compositors at work on whatever copy 
was furnished. It was evident that the 
com positors had spent much time in con- 
sultations as to the probable signification 
of illegible p es,and had even, in a 
few cases, been obliged to leave the office 
and seek out a lawyer to read their cop 
’ tothem. the proofs were aol 2 | 
they had been freely marked at variance 
‘with the copy. New matter was added in 
many places, cld matter marked out, and 
all sorts of emendationsrequired. An ac- 
count was kept of the time spent in:cor- 
recting these proofs, and a charge was 
made for it at the usual rate, fifty cents 
an hour. A charge was also made for the 
time spentin deciphering illegible copy. 
Thesg charges, which amounted to several 
bundred dollars, the author refused to pay. 
Hence the suit. He refused alsoto pay 
full rates for the pages that had but little 
matter on them, or to pay any thing for 
the blank page backing the title-page. 
A large mass of the copy was brought ip 
as evidence, and submitted to the inspec- 
tion of judge and jury. The plaintiffs 
offered to bring in a page of the matter in 
type, with the marked proof, and have a 
compositor go through the process of cot

HINTS ON HEALTH. 


Facts About Clothing and Shoes. 
ifrom the Protector.) 


Nextin importasce to a thoroughly 
clean skin is the preservation of that or- 
gan from the injurious action ef sudden 
changes of temperature. Of all terres- 
trial animals man is the most scantily 
supplied with natural protection. The 
necessity for artificially mainteining the 
animal temperature is thus forcibly put 
by Dr. Evory Kennedy: 

“Strange as it may appear, clothes are 
used equally in cold climates to retain the 
natural heat and in warm climates to 
isolate the body from the surrounding 
highly elevated atmosphere and burning 
rays of the tropical sun.” 

Between the layers of clothes there are 
strata of air kept at equal temperature, 
which but slowly conduct alterations in it 
from within or without; and as they are 
confined by the dress they do not freely 
allow of the admission of colder air. It is 
for this reason that, in going froma warm 
room into the cold, we should put on our 
extra clothing some time previously, so 
as to heat this protective stratum of 
air,which is actually a non-conductor. 

Linen, which is so great a favorite in 
temperate climates, is an obje@ionable 
material for dress, on account of its high 


sequence of which it feels cold and does 
not freely distribute heat. It is also 
attractive of moisture, which it retains, 
and thus keeps a damp instead of a dry | 


' medium around the skin. 


In warm climates,cotton orthin woollens | 
are entirely substituted for linen gar- 
ments, and the only objection to them is | 
their rougher service, which occasionally 
irritates sensitive skin. Notwithstanding 


there is no other medium so fitted fora 
variable climate as this, since it preserves 


eat. 

When linen is put on a perspiring skin, 
the moisture through it, and, 
evaporating, still produces cold. Flannel, 
on the contrary, absorbs the moisture and

He placed pieces of various-colored cloths 
on the surface of snow, and found ina 
given time that the snow under the black 
was most melted,that under the white 
the least. From this can be judged the 
proper skades for winter. and summer 
wear. . 

Water-proof clothing, made, for instance, 
of India rubber, should be avoided as 
checking perspiration. This is illustrated 
by Breschets experiment. He shaved. 
rabbits and coatedthem with impermeable 
varnish, and found that they perished in an 
hour or two of cold and suffocation. 

Competent authorities have suggested 
that the reason gout so often a'tacks the 
feet is that their natural cutaneous action 


statieg also that among the Romans these 
parts were less often affected, as the san- 
dals only partly coveredthem. Sucha 
covering for the foot, though not permis- 


edly the most natural, as it will allowa 
free perspiration for the foot, and render 
frequent washing needful. 

he Countess de Noville has lately writ- 
ten an able “Apology for Bare Feet,” in 
which she contends thasif the wretched 
boots the poorer children wear were cast 
away, the feet and ankles would become 
stronger, would be kept cleaner, and there 
would be much less liability to colds aad 
to illness among girls. 

Dr. John Brown, the well-knowa author, | 
remarks that ‘it is amazing the misery | 
the people of civilization endure in and 
from their shoes. Nobody is ever, as | 
they should be, comfortable at once an . 
them; they hope in the long ran, and | 
after much agony, and when they are | 
nearly done, to make them fit, especially 
if they can get them once wellwet. Fred- 
erick the Great kept an Aid-de-Camp to | 
wear his shoes till he could put them on, | 
but he sometimes wore them too long, 
and gota kicking for his pains. 

The square-toed boot and those with the 
inner edge straight, not curved inward, | 
are the most natural, as they allow the 
expansion of the toes—a matter,seldom | 
allowed for by boot-makers, especially as 
they measure the foot when lifted from | 
the ground. Great comfort is often ob- 
tained by having a last carefully shaped | 
for oneself. It is said that the Duke of | 
Wellington, being questioned as tothe most | 
essential requisite for a soldier's clothing, 
replied, “A good pair of shoes;’’ What | 
next? A spare pair of good shoes;’’ and | 
even thirdly, “A spare pair of soles.”’ 
Most men can speak with bifter recollec | 
tions of atight and ill-fitting boot;howcom- | 
pletely it has destroyed their pleasure in 


the brightest sense of enjoyment, and | 
how it has unhinged teem b th mentally | 
and bodily.

And 
stepping aside with their arrows, he sticks 
one of them in the old woman’s ear. ‘A 
pretty business you have made of it with 
your bungling,’ he continues; you have 
shot the cunning woman, the mother of 
seven stout sons, right through the head. 

Penetrated with contrition fora fault 
they have not committed, the two Samo- 
yedes betake themselves to the chief, and 
implore his pardon, which he readily grants, 
rejoiced to see the blame laid upon shoul- 
ders with which he has nothing to do, and 
then pompously orders the two dolts to 
carry the old lady to her sons, seer J rec- 
ommending them to make thejbest of a bad 


job. 

The Samoyedes, not gréatly relishing 
their task, implore the old villain to under- 
take it for them, promising te rumunerate 
him with all sorts of valuable articles.

‘Surely you can see that the 
old’ lady has been killed,’ was the wrathful 
rob ‘Well-a-day, so she has,’ exclaims 
the hypocrite. ‘I knew no good would 
come of ourchief putting such very wild 
dogs to the sledge, , You see the old lady 
ran against the branch as we were driving 
along.’ The brothers look incredulous, 
but they allow the old rascal to retarn, 
and when he comes to the spot where the 
two Samoyedes await him, he is rewarded 
with two sledges full of clothes and valua- 
ble furs.

The evil counsel is readily followed, 
put the poor old dame is no sooner slain 
with the hatchet, than the murderer sets 
up a wail of grief, and laments his former 
happiness. Ali night be weeps bitterly, 
but bis tears do not wash away his wits, 
and at dawn of day he sets his deceased 
wife in a dog-sledge, Just as it she were 
alive, and proceeds down the river till he 
arrives at an Ostjak village. Taking care 
to leave his sledge close by a hole in the 
ice, he pays a visit to the chief of the vil- 
lage, and, when he has been am ly fed, 
observes with great coolness that his wife 
is outside and poe feels the cold. 
The Ostjak chief, like a fine, hospitable 
fellow, orders his two daughters to fetch 
in the old lady, and so zealous are they in 
attempting to move the sledge, that the 
corpse soon topples over and tumbies into 
the hole. Hereupon the good girls ran 
home with a long face, and ruefully report 
that the old lady is drowned. [.ong poles 
are poked into the ice by orders of the 
excellent chief, but the lady is beyond 
their reach.

The great 
point isto get the hearts ofthe brothers, 
which they are in the habit of taking 
out of their bosoms every night before they 
retire to rest, and which they very impru- 
dently intrust to the care of the captive 


girl. 

When the Samoyede and his wife enter 
the tent belonging to the brothers, the 
lady is invisible, but the husband accosts 
his sister, whom he finds alone. The broth- 
ets,she informs him, are from home at pres- 
ent, but will return in the evening, and she 
gives him ample instructions how he is 
to proceed in his pious work. What these 
instructions were will be shown by the man- 
ner in which they were carried out, though 
we must premise that the hero slinks off 
to his own residence, and his wife under- 
takes the achievement of the adventure. 

When the brothers come home they eat 
their supper, and spreading out seven deer- 
skins on the ground, lay themselves down 
to rest. The captive maiden then goes 
round to them all with adish, In this 
they place their hearts, which are after- 
ward hung on one of the tent-poles by the 
treacherous attendant. The wife, securing 
her prize, returns with it to her husband, 
who, on the following morning, pays the 
brothers a visit, and finds them allina 
wretched state. Six of the hearts he cast 
on the ground, and the six younger broth- 
ers immediately die, but the seventh is 
informed that if he will restore the de- 
ceased old lady to life, he may have his 
heart back. The desired resuscitation is 
effected by means of certain charms, but 
the seventh heart is nevertheless thrown 
on the ground, and the eldest brother per- 
ishes like the rest, while the Avenger 
takes his mother and sister home. 

An important personage in the family 
ofthe Avenger is his father's sister. It 
was by her counsel that he obtained his 
gifted wife, detaining her garment while 
she was bathing with her six sisters, and 
refusing to restore it till she had promised 
notto leave him. In fairy tales all the 
world over this mode of ensnaring semi- 
supernatural personages is exceedingly 
common, and therefore we but lightly 
touch on this incident, as being less char- 
acteristic than any of the others.

We have recently had to lament the 
death of two illustrious men who have 
made the schools at Edinburgh so justly 
famous—Sir James Y. Simpson and 
Professor Syme. It is remarkable that 
one of the last writings of Sir James 
Simpson,in the Lancet, of this year, re- 
lates to the great discovery of chloroform. 
He gave the single instance of death 
ander chloroform which occurred under 
his practice, embracing thousands of 
cases. A medical man told him the other 
day that in five thousand cases where he 
had administered he had never seen a 
single death. Sir James thought that 
the chloroform had nothing to do with 
the death. He cited various instances of 
death from syucope under operations 
without anzsthetics. He mentioned a 
remarkable case in 1857, in which he had 
intended to use chloroform, but was 
prevented, and the patient died under the 
operation. “If the chloroform had 
happened to be used and this fatal 
syncope had occurred while the patient 
was under its action, the whole career of 
the new anesthetic would have been 
arrested.’ It is often very interesting to 
plaee doctors under examination, or 
cross-examinatien, respecting medical 
matters. The accounts which doctors 
give of their own illness. are always ex- 
tremely interesting. Their greatest diffi- 
cultyis always to get a patient to give a 
clear, accurate account of his symptoms. 
They will ceretainly endeavor them- 
selves to guard against errors and vague- 
bess. 

One of the best descriptions of delirium 
we hLnow of is given by Sir Charles Bell in 
his account of bis own delirium in scarla-_ 
tina: “As to the delirium, it never 
such as you suppose; especially the first 
nights, it was rather agreeable. A paint- 
er, with a look of self-gratulation, seemed

Whenthe light 
was vivid, the candles and fire burnin 
bright, the truth of sensation corrected al 
aberrations. In total darkness, too, I was 
free of false perception, but in the obscure 
light of the rushlight on that gray canvas 
that seemed to be drawn across the vision 
by the shutting of my eyelids, the reflex 
sensation perpetually exhibited the most 
romantic scenes or the richest ornaments, 
or the gayest festoons of flowers. Such is 
the history of my delirium.” This is a 
brilliant picture which might rank with 
the visions of De Quincey. Mr. Charles 
Reade, in one of his novels, makes his 
dying hero revive by an effusion of blood 
from his heroine. This doctrine was ful- 
ly set forth by Dr. Blandell, with cases.

Aber- 
nethy’s eccentricities are partly to bé ex- 
pisined by the fact that he was a great 
umorist. Beyond this, he had a Noi! 
fidgety organizati ion, probably tobeexplai ; 
ed by some structured flaw in the heart, 
to which eventually his death was to be 
referred. His brethren always speak 
well of Abernethy. Sir Charles Bell wrote: 
“I think Abernethy has taken a kind of 
hankering kindness tome. Yesterday he 
called and I chased him from chair to 
stool round the room, in the way of argu- 
ment. TodayI dined with him.- I have 
been entreatipg him to go to a dance with 
me to-morrow. ‘No,’ says he, ‘they make 
such a quiz of me.’ ° - = 
took my first ride with Abernethy. My 
eee foe is quite a peculiar character; 
but I believe the infection of my delight 
made him usually free and frisky.” 

In medical science in France, there ap- 
pears to be a tendency toward positive 
cruelty. Abernethy considered that such 
experiments were morally wrong and 
physiologically unsafe. Sir Charles Bell 
always asse the truth that physiology 
was a science of observation rather than 
of experiment. He made a few experi- 
ments, made them very reluctantly, and 
did not think he made anything by them. 
‘It is impossible to read without the keen- 
est horror of Orfilass experiments on 
animals by poisoning. A writer in the 
Quarterly justly termed such experiments 
hellish. All the true. physiologists are 
Baconian, and look on ena as natural 
laws complicated with circumstances of 
interference. A disease is a foreign inva- 
sion that will run a certain ‘course, and 
must be dislodged as soon as possible. 
Sensible doctors only profess to put their 
patients under the best conditions for 
recovery, not to cure abgolutely. The 
general practioner, and it is he after all 
who sees most of life, death and disease, 
can only have the faintest hopes'of good 
from ruthless experiments. Asa matter 
of fact medical men are exceedingly 
kin-dhearted. They illustrate Bisho 
Butler's law that sympathy is not dulled, 
but heightened, if manifested in kindly 
action, 

I have just been noticing someinstances 
of the way in which doctors have treated 
royalty. Radcliffe told Queen Anne that 
her disease was nothing but the vapors. 
“She is in as good a state of health as any 
woman breathing—only she can t make up 
her mind to believe it.’ William the Third 
was told by his doctor that he would not 
have his two legs for his three kingdoms. 
Although unfavorable to the doctors, the 
case of George III. might serve as an 
illustration. Weare told,in Sir George 
Ross’ diary, of the opinion of the Kings 
medical men im his irrecoverable mental 
illness: “The opinion of the physicians 
is more than ever confident of recovery, 
but atill uncertain as to time. Dr. Willis 
has not the alightest apprehension of an- 
other paroxysm now. The unanimous 
opinion of the physicians is that a state of 
some irritation must precede recovery, 
butthat recovery is as certainas anything 
can be.”” There never was a worse guess, 
except, perhaps, in the case of his son, 
George |V. That King asked Dr. War- 
drop, ‘‘Tell me, Wardrop, honestly, if you 
think I will recover.’ Wardrop answered 
that His Majesty must be perfectly aware 
that any disease of a vital organ like the 
heart could not be free from danger. 
Countless instances might be given of 
the beneyolence of medical men. -Dr. 
Hope, when he prescribed flannel te the 
poor, always used to give them the flan- 
nel, Dr. Baillie prescribed that a young 
lady should spend the winter in a mil 
climate, and when he knew that she could 
not afford it, presented her with an ade- 
quate sum todefray her expenses. It was a 
matter of sincere serrow to him if heever 
spoke roughly to a poor man, a fact which 
may be commended to the consideration 
of many parish doctors. The most 
charming trait of natural affection be 
‘orgs to one of our greatest surgeons 
Bichat dedicates his work, ‘A mon pere 
et mon meilleur ami.”’ It is of a doctor 
that the pretty story is told that he was 
gambolling with his children, when he 
suddenly ceased: “Let us break-off; here s 
a fool coming.”’

THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


A Full Synopsis of the Official Doc- 
uments. 

in enother column will be found the late 
ame ndments cf the new charier, as suggesied by 
the cite attborities. Tbe followleg is u clear 
synopsis of the acis: 

The vew amenoments provide that the Police 
Commis:-ioners shell appo’nt policemen for a 
term of ibreeseirs, andthe Heutenants selected 
theré from sha'l continue for ove year, as shall 
the cfice Of Chief of Police. The Recciver of 
Taxes 18 r* quired, unger the provisions of the 
amencment,!'o se tle his accounts and receive 
his quie us on or betore the Lich of March of each 
year, end in ea-eof his fallure to do so bis office 
sball be ceclared vacant and @ succ s%or ap 
point: d by ih» Board of Aldermen. In City ejec- 
tionoe, beresfter, the polls throughout the day 
sbali be opes from 7 a. m. to 6 p. m. 

The Mayor was strenuously opposed to the 
amendment of the 8th seciion, which taxes mer- 
chavts on thelr goods aud merchandise, wno pay 
a Iicepse to transact their business fer school 
purpose:, Lut did not succeed in getiing it re- 
pealed. 

All railroad depots, grounds, machine-sbops, 
&c., apd the property of bridge, express anu 
transfer compasies within the city, under (he new 
amendment, are to be asse-sea apd tuxed foi 
school purpdses as other property. 

The Counctl is authoriz’¢ to make ord'nanuces 
regulating the assessm: nt and collection: f laxe-, 
and for prompt payment of the same may de- 
duct 4D amount Dot «Xceediayg six per cent., and 
add fur delased paymeut no. excceding eight per 
cent. 

Another clause of the amendment which ma- 
terially changes the existing law on that subject 
provides (bat tbe commissioners of the sinking 
fucd -hall have power to purcha e from the city 
or individuals the certifica of stock held by 
them in the Leuisville Water Works Company, 
and, whenso purchased, held by the commission- 
ers as 4 part of the inking fund of che city; and 
seTtion # of the new charter is so amended as 
Lo authorize the city to pay said Waiter Company 
for all Water furnished the city by them, at the 

egular prices charged under the contract be- 
tween the city and company. or under any con- 
tract hereafter made between (hem. 

Hereafter the City Council is not required to 
publisn their proceedings, but all other matters 
required by the charter or ordinances to be pub- 
lished spall be published in at least two papers 
of the city that bave the largest bona fide circu- 
lation in the city, one in English ard one in Ger- 
man, at the lowest cazh rates. 

To pay off vid Mabilities prior to the New 
Charter, to raise the grades of Fulton und con- 
necting si:ee's, Quilding a sewerin the Western 
WMistrict, and to make a road-bed for the Lexing- 
ton, Loulsvilie and Cincinnati Railread, nerth of 
Main street, according to contract of 3d June the 
General Council may cause to’ be Issued city 
bonds for $200,000; for the oid labilities $200,000 
of that amount may be expended, $200,600 for 
the street. for the sewer $350,000 and for the 
road-bed $150,000, the bonds to be made payabie 
Dot eXceeding tbirty yeare,at pot more than 
Cig bt per cent. interest per anoum, with coupoas 
attached, payable semi-annually. 

The charter-\aws aod ordinances of the city, 
as published tn Elliott's Digest, from 1740 tuo 
1509, sba'lbe regarded as correct and as prima 
facie evidence jn the courts of Keninecks, as also 
shall the p:oceedipngs of the General Couaci!! 
published by authority tn the city papers. 

By sections igs and 14 of the amendment, the 
Clerk of the City Court shail recéive the same 
fees as clerks of County apd Circuit Courts, wih 
the saine power of colle tion, etc.; and the Mar- 
shal to receive certain fees, as set forth in sec- 
tion 14. 

Section 15 allows the G-neral Councii to ta- 
Crease the Mayui’s aelary (O andy sum not ex- 
ceeding $5.000 per annum.

to pays license. The Stoking Fund, heretofore 
inVested in bouds of thecity, may be hereafter 
Invested in other State stocks numed inth> 
amencment.

He lay down to 
rest. fully sailsfed that a quiet nigot’s rest 
gsvaite’ bim, and thatin the arms of Morpheus 
he could furget the ravages of his disease. But 
very soon tue fies were blowing, the flesh gave 
sigus of 'nflama‘tior, and the palos darted about 
through the buds.
